INTRODUCTION 


Re Resolution 423(V), adopted by the General Assembly of the United Nations, invites all 
states and interested organizations to celebrate the proclamation of the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights (December 10, 1948) by observing December 10 of each year as Human Rights 
Day. 


Zz This report, prepared in response to the request of the Secretary-General of the United 
Nations, provides a brief account of activities conducted in Canada to celebrate Human Rights 
Day, 1990, the 42nd Anniversary of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights. 


I NATIONAL ACTIVITIES 


3: In the Parliament of Canada members drew attention to Human Rights Day and stressed 
the importance of human rights issues both within Canada and throughout the world. 


4. The Minister of State for Multiculturalism and Citizenship hosted a National Conference 
on Human Rights and Canadian Solidarity, December 9-11, 1990. The Conference focused on 
the importance of human rights in the nation-building process. Representatives from every sector 
of Canadian society, in every field of human rights, took part. The Conference featured an 
address by the Governor General; a speech by the Minister of State for Multiculturalism and 
Citizenship; panel discussions and workshops concerning issues such as: Human Rights and the 
Changing Face of Canadian Society; Human Rights Challenges for Canada in the 1990’s; Human 
Rights and Economics; Human Rights and Communications in the Shrinking Global Village; and 
the Implementation of Human Rights. 


sh Prior to the official opening of the Conference, the "Canadian Learners Book" was 
presented to the Secretary of State as part of Canada’s involvement in International Literacy 
Year. The book contained writings, drawings and statements from new literates all across 
Canada. Learners from every province and territory were in attendance for the presentation. The 
ceremony was organized by the Movement for Canadian Literacy. A delegate from UNESCO 
was present. 


6. The Department of the Secretary of State, through its regional offices, was active in 
providing support for activities of NGO’s and others for Human Rights Day. 


Je The Treasury Board Secretariat, in co-operation with the Department of Finance, organized 
a noon-time video presentation on December 10, 1990 in celebration of Human Rights Day. 
Posters were also displayed in elevator lobbies announcing the Day and the event. 


8. The Canadian Human Rights Commission actively promoted the 42nd Anniversary of 
Human Rights Day in Ottawa and across Canada. The Chief Commissioner participated in the 
National Conference on Human Rights and Canadian Solidarity organized by the Secretary of 
State in the Nation’s Capital. The Commission issued a special handbook and poster entitled 
"Equality ... We All Have a Hand in It" to commemorate the Day. Several regional offices held 
open houses to draw attention to the progress Canada is making in the human nights field and 


the Commissions mandate in this regard. The National Capital Regional Office sponsored a one- 
day conference on the rights of children, Abonginals and disabled persons in Sudbury. In 
Winnipeg, more than 200 people attended a one-day workshop organized by the Praine Regional 
office called "Making Human Rights Work, Education and Advocacy for Non-Profit 
Organizations". The Vancouver Office hosted an informal luncheon for representatives of 
community human rights organizations to meet regional staff. 


9. The Human Rights Research and Education Centre of the University of Ottawa produced 
a collection of papers on human rights entitled "Human Rights in Canada: Into the 1990’s and 
Beyond”. 


10. Canadian Amnesty International groups across the country held vigils, participated in 
special services and organized public information displays, to mark Human Rights Day. 


11. The United Nations Association in Canada sponsored its annual Pearson Peace Medal 
Award. The Medal was presented by the Governor-General. 
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I ACTIVITIES CARRIED OUT IN THE PROVINCES 


ALBERTA 


12. International Human Rights Day commemorations for 1990 in Alberta were a tremendous 
success. Community and government organizations organized a variety of activities promoung 
the concept of human nights and particularly the "Rights of the Child". Activities took the form 
of receptions, workshops, awards ceremonies and school activities. 


13. The Alberta Human Rights Commission celebrated Human Rights Day as follows: The 
Alberta Human Rights Award was presented to Mr. Ron Ghitter, Q.C. who introduced the 
[ndividual’s Rights Protection Act in the Alberta Legislature in 1972. Mr. Ghitter was honoured 
for his long service in upholding the principles embodied in the Act. He has served as the 
chairperson of the Committee on Tolerance and Understanding and was the 1985 recipient of the 
Canadian Human Relations Award from the Canadian Council of Christians & Jews. He also 
holds the positon of Director of the Internanonal Centre for Human Rights. 


14. The first annual Suzanne Mah Award was presented to an Edmonton lawyer, Sheila 
Greckol. This award honours a member of the legal profession who best exemplifies human 
nights principles and ideals in the practice or teaching of law. The award, recognizing the 
outstanding contribution of Suzanne Mah to the Commission and her dedication to human rights 
in Alberta, will be given in her honour each year on Intemational Human Rights Day. 


15. A special ministenal award was presented to students of the Provost Public School by the 
Minister responsible for human nghts in Alberta, for their leadership and courage in taking a 
stand against racism in their community. 
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16. The Kahanoff Foundation, a private Western Canadian Foundation, was given special 
recognition for its generous financial help towards the Commission’s efforts to develop a special 
Human Rights Day ceremony in December 1990. 


17. More than 3000 special brochures and posters were sent out by the Alberta Human Rights 
Commission to schools, libraries, youth clubs, mayors, Aboriginal settlements, media, 
ethnic/cultural groups, secondary educational institutions, chambers of commerce and elected 
representatives. These brochures and posters invited everybody to join the Commission in 
celebrating Human Rights Day. The brochures set out the outlines of a simple ceremony which 
could be used as is, or elaborated on to celebrate this special Day. Mayors were requested to 
issue an Official proclamation declaring December 10, 1990 Human Rights Day. 


18. The Commission, in addition, sent its staff and Commissioners to other communities to 
either join in the celebrations or help in the organization of the functions. Feedback received 
indicated that these events were a success. 


Other Activities 


19. The Human Rights Day Organizing Committee, consisting of the Public Service 
Commission, the Edmonton Multicultural Society, Canada Employment, Alberta Career 
Development and Employment, The Chinese National Council, the Canadian and Alberta Human 
Rights Commissions (with assistance from the Secretary of State), organized a special program 
and afternoon display in the main hall of Canada Place. 


20. The noon-hour ceremony consisted of a keynote address by the Chief Commissioner of 
the Human Rights Commission, a series of affirmations for the Day by various cultural 
communities and the "breaking of bread" by committee representatives. Entertainment by the 
Alex Taylor School choir preceded and followed the formal portion of the ceremony. Over one 
hundred people participated in the event. 


21. Displays on various human rights issues were set up in the main hall by such organizations 
as the Catholic Social Services, the Alberta and Canadian Human Rights Commissions and the 
Alberta Disabled Citizens Association, just to name a few. The displays were viewed by 
hundreds of public servants and by the general public. 


22. The Mill Woods Multicultural Board, in co-operation with the Indo-Canadian Women’s 
Association, J. Percy Page High School and the Secretary of State, organized an evening 
commemoration for December 10. The evening featured guest speakers from the local Boy 
Scouts, the Mill Woods Multicultural Board, the Sakaw School, the Department of the Secretary 
of State, and the Canadian Human Rights Commission. The keynote address was given by an 
advocate for the rights of local inner-city children. The event featured entertainment by the Girl 
Guides and the Sr. Sathya Sal Group. A display of human rights materials from the Department 
of the Secretary of State and the Canadian and Alberta Human Rights Commissions was also 
prepared. The one hundred participants were then welcome to stay for a reception sponsored by 
the cultural communities of Mill Woods. 


23. Several schools became involved in December 10 activities in response to the initiatives 
of the Alberta Human Rights Commission. These included special ceremonies, guest speakers, 
essay writing, etc. in commemoration of the Day. Furthermore, the Mill Woods Multicultural 
Board assisted six Mill Woods schools to organize special projects for the promotion of Human 
Rights Day as part of a Human Rights Week. All participating schools were honoured at the 
closing event at J. Percy Page school on December 10 for their participation in the 
commemoration. 
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24. The Community’s interest in organizing events for Human Rights Day increases each year. 
Several groups are already planning for the 43rd anniversary commemoration. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA 


25. The B.C. Council of Human Rights announced the winners of the 6th annual poster and 
essay contest on December 10, 1990. This contest drew 500 entries from throughout the 
province. Children were asked to focus on human rights issues as they apply to persons with 
disabilities. The entries showed evidence of considerable discussion and attention to the subject, 
particularly by students who have welcomed disabled students into their integrated classrooms. 


26. The Society for Racial Justice in B.C. hosted a reception on December 6, 1990 to celebrate 
Human Rights Day and invited representatives of the community and relevant social and law 
agencies. Approximately 45 people attended the event. 


27. The Vancouver Branch of the B.C. Human Rights Coalition, in collaboration with the 
United Nations Association, held their annual dinner on December 10, 1990 to present the Renata 
Shearer Memorial/Human Rights Award to an individual who has made an outstanding 
contribution to human nghts. About 125 people attended the event. The award was presented 
to an elder of the Gitksan Wet’suwe’tsen Nation. 


28. The Canadian Foundation to Aid El Salvador organized an International Human Rights 
Day on Intercultural Exploration at a local church on December 9, 1990. 


29. The Anti-Apartheid Network commemorated Human Rights Day by sponsoring a 
demonstration on December 10 against continuing human nights abuses in South Africa. 


MANITOBA 


30. The Manitoba Human Rights Commission drew the attention of every municipality in 
Manitoba to Human Rights Day and provided advice and planning assistance for a range of 


activities to commemorate the Day. Sixteen municipalities declared Human Rights Day in their 
communities. 


31. The Community Legal Education Association, in collaboration with other human rights 
Organizations and commissions, co-ordinated a conference entitled "Making Human Rights 
Work". One hundred and sixty human rights advocates were in attendance. In his address to the 
conference, the Attorney General of Manitoba spoke of the work of the Human Rights 
Commission and saluted its twentieth anniversary. 


32. The annual Candle Lighting Ceremony recognizing Human Rights Day was staged by the 
Manitoba Human Rights Commission as part of the opening ceremonies for the Conference. 


33. Each year the Manitoba Human Rights Commission presents the Annual Journalism 
Awards as part of the Human Rights Day celebrations. This year recipients were Dan Lett, who 
received the main award and Alexandra Paul, who received an honourable mention. These 
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awards are given to authors in radio, TV, and newspapers who write articles advancing the cause 


of human rights. This year the awards were made during the "Making Human Rights Work" 
conference. 


34. The 2nd Annual Manitoba Human Rights Achievements Awards Dinner, a public event 
to recognize the contributions of individual Manitobans to the advancement of human rights, was 
held in conjunction with the Conference. The Executive Director of Match International was the 
keynote speaker. The recipients of this year’s awards were Chief Phil Fontaine of the Assembly 
of Manitoba Chiefs and Henry Enns of Disabled Peoples’ International. 


35. Three hundred students from Gordon Bell High School marked the day by marching to the 
legislature. The Justice Minister spoke to them from the steps of the legislature on human rights 
issues with a focus on violence against women. 


36. The United Nations Association in Canada (Winnipeg Branch) hosted a one-day seminar 
on prejudice and discrimination for high school students, entitled "Human Rights Youth 
Conference 1990 on Race Relations", on December 7 at the University of Winnipeg. This is an 
annual event which focuses the attention of youth on human rights issues and provides a forum 
for discussion. 


NEW BRUNSWICK 


37. The Minister of Labour underscored the importance of the Day by issuing a press 
statement. It read in part, "This forty-second anniversary of the Declaration is an appropriate time 
to reread its articles and to recommit ourselves, individually and as a society, to these ideals." 
He went on to state," am particularly pleased that the government has received a comprehensive 
report on human rights, Towards A World Family, and has referred it to the Law Amendments 
committee for consultation. I look forward to hearing the views of New Brunswickers on this 
report." 


38. The Chairman of the New Brunswick Human Rights Commission issued a statement in 
the New Brunswick press, in which he stated that "Human Rights Day 1990 is a very special 
occasion indeed. It marks the end of the first year of a new decade and heralds the approach of 
a new century. As such it is an appropriate moment in time to celebrate our past achievements 
and to articulate an inspiring vision of the future." 


39. The New Brunswick Minister of Labour, the Chairman of the New Brunswick Human 
Rights Commission and representatives of Atlantic Human Rights Centre took part in a ceremony 
where the flag of the United Nations was raised at the New Brunswick Legislature. 


40. Throughout Human Rights Week, the Human Rights Commission displayed some historical 
human rights documents from around the world in the lobby of Fredericton’s Centennial 
Building. 


41. The Chairman of the Commission and Director of Education and Development, participated 
in the "National Conference on Human Rights and Canadian Solidarity", sponsored by the 
Minister of State for Multiculturalism and Citizenship, in Ottawa, as a panel member in the 
discussion "Human Rights and Economics". The Chairman was also a member of the conference 
organizing committee and moderator for the panel, "The Implementation of Human Rights”. 


Other Activities 


42. The Atlantic Human Rights Centre in Fredericton put on a special event which consisted 
of an open public forum on the theme "Violence against Women". It also featured poetry 
readings and ended with a "Talking Circle" native style. The gathering had a double purpose: 
to commemorate International Human Rights Day and the anniversary of the massacre of women 
students at the Ecole Polytechnique of the University of Montréal. 


43. The Atlantic Human Rights Centre, with the co-operation of the Law Faculty of the 
University of New Brunswick, organized a lecture by the President of the European Court of 
Human Rights. Because of prior commitment, the President could not be available for December 
10. The closest possible date was November 14, 1990 about three weeks before the International 
Human Rights Day. Over 300 people attended this event. 


44. The Atlantic Human Rights Centre also lit the traditional human nights torch or flame 
which was kept burning all day on the 10th of December. 


45. The community of Woodstock held a workshop which focused on Amnesty International. 
The Mayor of Woodstock read a declaration to commemorate the special Day. Churches in Saint 
John held special church services on human rights. Videos on human rights were shown all day 
at the Saint John Multicultural Centre. A Saint John library displayed books on human nights. 


46. At noon, 15 members of the Saint John Literacy Council read the articles of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights in public at Market Square Atrium. 


47. In the evening, 30 Scouts and Guides attended the meeting of Common Council and read 
in sequence the Universal Declaration of Human Rights to the Mayor and Councillors. The 
Mayor read the Proclamation and expressed his pleasure at seeing so many young people take 
part in such an important occasion. This was viewed on TV by 20,000 people. 


NEWFOUNDLAND 


48. The Newfoundland Human Rights Commission sponsored a poster contest for students in 
grades 5, 6 and 7 throughout the province. In October, information packages on human nights 
were sent to all schools encouraging teachers to plan some activity to mark Human Rights Day, 
December 10, and to have their students participate in the poster contest. Certificates were sent 
to all participants with the four winners receiving engraved plaques. 


49. A meeting of the Human Rights Commission was held in St. John’s on December 10 to 
mark the 42nd anniversary of the signing of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights. The 
Commissioners attended a luncheon sponsored by the Multicultural Education Association of 
Newfoundland as part of an all day symposium sponsored by the Associa-tion to mark the 
anniversary. The topic for the luncheon speech was "The Historical Development of 


Multiculturalism and the Impact on Various Human Rights, such as Freedom of Speech and 
Freedom of Association". 


50. The Newfoundland and Labrador Human Rights Association and the Human Rights 
Commission invited Julius Gray, former President of the Canadian Human Rights Foundation, 
to visit St. John’s and join in celebrating Human Rights Day. The day started with an interview 
on the CBC radio Morning Show. The focus of that interview was Human Rights and Refugees. 
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This was followed by an appearance on N.T.V.’s Newfoundland Today Show to discuss mobility 
rights and collective versus individual nights. The afternoon was spent with the Commissioners 
of the Human Rights Commission discussing various topics including evidence required to 
substantiate a violation of The Human Rights Code, 1988. In the evening, Mr. Gray addressed 
a public forum on "Human Rights: Emerging Trends". After the public forum, the Newfoundland 
and Labrador Human Rights Association held their annual general meeting. 


at. On December 11, Mr. Gray met with members of the Law Society and spoke with the 
Advertising Committee on professional rights. At his luncheon address to members of the Law 
Society, he discussed property rights under the Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 


52. The Newfoundland and Labrador Human Rights Association, as part of their multicultural 
education project, distributed an article on the meaning of Human Rights Day to all high schools 
in the province. An article on the Convention on the Rights of the Child was also distributed to 
schools throughout the province. 


NOVA SCOTIA 


53. As part of the observance of the 42nd Anniversary of the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights, the Nova Scotia Human Rights Commission hosted a human rights conference on 
December 7 and 8, 1990. The theme was "Consolidating Human Rights and Race Relations: 
Challenges for the Last Decade of the 20th Century”, dealing with Aboriginal issues, human 
rights education, media, justice, affirmative action, policing and race relations. 


54. On December 10, the United Nations flag was raised outside the Province House by the 
Minister in charge of the administration of the Human Rights Act. The official ceremonies were 
held at the World Trade and Convention Centre and chaired by the Executive Director of the 
Commission. The Minister, representing the Premier, read the government’s Proclamation on the 
United Nations Convention on the Rights of the Child. He spoke on the Convention and then 
called upon the audience to observe the Universal Declaration of Human Rights and to promote 
human rights. There were approximately one hundred and fifty guests consisting of educators, 
students, politicians, civil servants and leaders of community organizations and businesses. 


55. The Principal of Caudle Park Elementary School, who had hosted a human nights 
conference jointly with the Commission in October, spoke briefly on the importance of teaching 
human rights to children. In his remarks, he noted the initiative suggested by the Commission’s 
Public Education Officer to ask students to donate used books and toys to needy children in Nova 
Scotia in support of the World Summit for Children. Students from Antigonish East Rural High 
School, Digby Regional High School and Cole Harbour District High School (schools which had 
hosted human rights conferences jointly with the Commission) spoke on "What Human Rights 
Means to Me". The Minister then presented awards to representatives of all four schools for their 
efforts in promoting human nights. 


56. The ceremony concluded with a Citizenship Court which included greetings by a new 
Canadian. This ceremony was telecast the same day and subsequently re-telecast several times 
through Halifax Cablevision Station. The Commission’s Executive Director’s interview on 
human rights was telecast in December through all cablevision stations across the province. 
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57. The Commission also issued a press release to all media on activities pertaining to Human 
Rights Day, including the second annual Tom Miller Human Rights Awards Banquet hosted by 
the Commission’s regional office in Sydney on December 7. 


58. The Mayor of Halifax proclaimed the Day and signed an affirmative action agreement with 
the Nova Scotia Human Rights Commission. An evening reception was held at City Hall with 
150 representatives from human rights, multicultural and disabled persons organizations, as well 
as the general public. 


ONTARIO 


59. A new "Equality" poster was developed and distributed widely by the Ontario Human 
Rights Commission to celebrate the 42nd anniversary of the United Nations Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights. The poster design reflects the dramatic change in the notion of 
equality that has occurred from once meaning, "to treat everyone equally”, to the understanding 
that equality may require us to treat individuals or groups in different ways, in recognition of 
their diversity and special needs. 


60. The Premier of Ontario was presented with the 1990 Ontario Human Rights "Equality" 
poster by the Chief Commissioner of the Ontario Human Rights Commission. The ceremony 
took place outside the legislature on December 10, and was chaired by the Minister of 
Citizenship. Representatives of all three political parties participated and spoke at the unveiling, 
making it a non-partisan event and confirming Ontario’s commitment to the principles of human 
nghts. 


61. Following the ceremony, the Premier of Ontario proclaimed Human Rights Day and 
Human Rights Week in the legislature and made a statement reaffirming and rededicating Ontario 
to the goals of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights. Members of the legislature, 
including the Minister of Citizenship, also spoke in the house giving their strong support of 
human rights. 


62. The Ontario Human Rights Commission wrote to all members of the legislature asking 
them to join their constituents in recognizing December 10. Each member was sent a copy of 
the Commission’s annual report as well as a historical "backgrounder" on human rights in Ontario 
and was asked to include the information in constituency bulletins and newsletters. The 
Commission also sent letters and suggested lists of activities to all school boards in Ontario 
asking them to be active in celebrating Human Rights Week and to encourage their schools to 
participate. In addition, the Commission sent a special letter to municipal leaders asking them 
to proclaim Human Rights Day/Week and to encourage their communities to observe the 42nd 
Anniversary of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights. A great number of municipalities 


responded positively to this request issuing proclamations in support of the principles of human 
rights. 


63. In co-operation with the Court of Canadian Citizenship, Human Rights Commissioners 
attended 24 swearing-in ceremonies across Ontario. The Commissioners were given the 
Opportunity to address the new Canadians and talk about the importance of participating fully in 
Canadian society, sharing in the benefits and responsibilities. 


64. The Chief Commissioner also marked Human Rights Day by meeting with community 
groups including, "Women of Courage", an organization representing Latin American women 
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who have suffered emotional and physical violence. The Chief Commissioner, accompanied by 
representatives of "People First," an advocacy group for people with developmental disabilities, 
visited the Orillia Regional Centre for the Developmentally Handicapped to meet with residents 
and talk about their experiences. 


Other activities 


65. The Baha’f Community of Vanier, Ontario, in collaboration with the United Nations 
Association, organized a celebration on the eve of December 10 to mark Human Rights Day. 
An Officer from the Human Rights Directorate from Multiculturalism and Citizenship Canada, 
gave a brief outline of the United Nations’ achievements in the field of human rights. This was 
followed by a short talk on the Baha’i perspective on human rights and a presentation by a 
member of the Native community. 


PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 


66. The Executive Director of the Prince Edward Island Human Rights Commission addressed 
the Charlottetown Royalty Rotary Club on the U.N. Convention on the Rights of the Child on 
Wednesday, December 5, 1990 and addressed the Charlottetown Rotary Club on the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights on Monday, December 10, 1990. The latter of these two speeches 
was televised for subsequent broadcast on cable television on the evening of December 10. The 
Minister Responsible for the P.EJ. Human Rights Act signed a Declaration acknowledging 
Human Rights Day on P.E.I. The event was covered by the local newspaper. 


67. The International Human Rights Day Committee sponsored a one-day workshop in 
Charlottetown on December the 10th, 1990. The subjects covered included: the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms, the P.E.J. Human Rights Act, employment rights, and other 
human rights issues as they relate to women, Aboriginal people, multiculturalism and disability 
rights. The Local Legal Community, the University of Prince Edward Island, the Public Service 
Commission, and the P.E.I. Human Rights Commission assisted by providing workshop leaders. 
Over 115 participants attended this event. 


QUEBEC 


68. On the occasion of Human Rights Day, December 10, 1990, the Québec Human Rights 
Commission awarded, for the second time, "Le prix Droits et Libertés". This award is given 
annually to a person, or organization having shown a marked interest in the area of human rights 
demonstrated by the execution of a project or a series of activities concerning issues related to 
human rights and liberties. This year the prize was awarded to the Association Québecoise pour 
la défense des droits des retraité(e)s et pré-retraité(e)s [Québec Association for the Rights of 
Retirees and Pre-retirees]. 


69. The Québec Minister of Justice announced in the National Assembly the coming into effect 
on December 10 of the Act to amend the Charter of Human Rights and Freedoms. The 
amendments establish a Human Rights Tribunal. 
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SASKATCHEWAN 


70. The Premier of Saskatchewan issued a Proclamation declaring December 10, 1990 to be 
Human Rights Day in Saskatchewan. The Premier requested that all citizens of Saskatchewan 
recognize that Day. 


71. In early December, the Saskatchewan Human Rights Commission submitted articles for 
publication in the province’s daily and weekly newspapers explaining the significance of Human 
Rights Day and highlighting specific human nights issues. In addition, the Public Legal 
Education Association distributed information on Human Rights Day to teachers in Saskatchewan. 


72. The Saskatoon Branch of the United Nations Association held a program at the Saskatoon 
Public Library featuring three speakers. A Saskatoon lawyer spoke on the need for political 
activism in the human rights area and the dangers of complacency and apathy; a member of the 
Saskatoon District Tribal Council described the historical and current human rights concerns of 
Canadian Native peoples; and a member of the Advocacy Group, Equal Justice for All, explained 
current human rights issues raised by the treatment of adult and young offenders and spoke on 
the current state of the family as an institution. The unifying theme of the speakers was that the 
maintenance of Canada’s good reputation in human nights requires continued and persistent 
political activism. 


73. Amnesty International groups in both Saskatoon and Regina held their annual candle 
lighting ceremonies and vigils in solidarity and sympathy with prisoners of conscience throughout 
the world. Amnesty also sponsored a "Write-a-thon” in Regina at which participants wrote letters 
throughout the night to governments on individuals whose rights were being violated. 


HI ACTIVITIES CARRIED OUT IN THE TERRITORIES 


YUKON 


74. Statements on Human Rights Day were made in the Yukon Legislative Assembly by the 
Premier and the Justice Minister. 


75. A proclamation on Human Rights Day was published in the Yukon News and the 
Whitehorse Star by the Human Rights Commission. 


76. Information packages containing the Universal Declaration of Human Rights, The 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms, the Human Rights Act and relevant educational 


material were given to the Yukon Department of Education for distribution to 26 schools in the 
Territory. 
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77. The Chairperson, the Executive Director and a Commissioner participated in an Open Line 
Radio Show for the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) on human rights and 
discrimination. The Executive Director was a guest on CBC giving a global overview of the 
Universal Declaration. The Chairperson was a guest on radio station CHON FM. 


78. The Commission and the Department of Education co-sponsored a film "Trial of Eve". 
The film had four showing: Yukon College, F.H. Collins High School, Teen Parent Program and 
an "Invitation to the Public - Yukon Inn". The filmmaker and the Commission participated in 
after-film lectures and were interviewed on radio and by the print media. 
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
